EDITORIAL 
RED CROSS FUND 


In times of disaster everyone instinctively looks to the Red Cross. At 
the sounding of the first alarm, workers trained for any emergency are rushed 
to the spot and in no time at all have the situation well in hand. The year 
(1947 will long be remembered as one of major disasters, The Texas City ex- 
plosion, the Florida storms, the Gulf hurricane, the Oklahoma tornado, the 
Iowa floods, and the Maine forest fires all took a terrific toll in life and 
property. As usual, the Red Cross was the first agency on the scene, di- 
recting, rescuing, rendering first aid, and giving out food supplies even 
before the long arm of the Federal Government could put its forces in motion.
